DETAILED ACTION 



1. Applicant's arguments see pages 2-3, filed 11/26/07, with respect to claims 10, 12, 25, and 33 
rejected under USC 112 2nd paragraph have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejection of claims 10, 12, 25, and 33 under USC 112 has been withdrawn. 

2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 3-4, filed 11/26/07, with respect to the rejection of claims 1, 3, 
4, 5, 8, 10, 11, 18-20, 22-24, 27, 28, 31, 32, and 35 under USC 102 and claims 6, 7, 9, 12-17, 25, 
26, 33, and 34 under USC 103(a) in view of Conrad primarily have been fully considered and 
are persuasive. The applicant states that Conrad fails to disclose a plurality of locations on the 
wafer. The examiner disagrees. Conrad, clearly in claims 1 and 9, disclose that the diffraction 
signal is measured from a plurality of lines of the repetitive structure. Additionally, the 
applicant states that Conrad fails to disclose a sample index corresponding to a number and 
spacing of the diffraction signals. The examiner agrees that Conrad fails to disclose this 
limitation. For this reason, the rejections under USC 102 and 103 have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1, 3-20, 22-28, and 29-35 are aUowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

• With respect to claims 1, 18, and 28, the prior art taken alone or in combination fails to 
disclose or render obvious determining a sample index corresponding to a number and a 
spacing of the diffraction signals in combination with the rest of the limitations.
